Questionnaires 
to Registrants 


New Draft Men to 
Be Questioned 
About Occupations 


LITTLE ROCK—Every man between 


20 arid 44 years of age who registered 
for Selective Service on February 16 
will receive an "Occupational Ques- 


onnaire" from his local Selective Ser- 
ice Board sometime during the early 
r middle part of April as the first 
ep in an occupational classification 
eing conducted jointly by the United 
tales Employment Service and the 
elective Service System. The ques- 
onnaire must be filled out and rc- 
urned to the Seleclive Service Boards 
ivithin ten days after they are re- 
eived. 
The questionnaires ask for informa- 
ion about the registrant's present job 
ind his education; it also asks him to 
ndicate the kind of work for which 
\e considers himself best fitted and 
vhether he is employed at such work 
it the present time. The question- 
aire conlains a list of 228 differenl 


occupalions which are important to 
war 
industries; 
registrants are to 


check any of these in which they have 
lad training or experience and indi- 
cate those for which they are best 
Hied. 
Applicanls who need help in filling 


oul their questionnaires should obtain 
assistance 
from their employer 
or 


abor union, from any local office of 
,he United States Employment j, Ser- 
vice or from a-member of the Selec^ 
;ive Service local Advisory Board for 
rpgistrants—no fee can be charged for 
such assistance. 


The purpose of the occupational 


registration is to provide the Govern- 
ment with a complete occupational 
inventory of its man power, in order: 


1. To protect war production by re- 


taining workers with essential skills 
urgently needed therein, 


2. To replace workers who are now 


deferred 
from military service on 


occupational gounds whenever possi- 
ble, with vocational trainees or other 
qualified persons who. because of age, 
sex, or other reasons, are not suitable 
for military service, and, 


3. To speed up war production by 


promoting the transfer 
of workers 


from nonesscntial to essential work. 


Following this first occupational reg- 


istralion, the same questionnaire will 
also be mailed to those men who reg- 
istered for Selective Service during 
1940 and 1941 (except those already in- 
ducted into the armed forces), and 
later to those men from 18 to 20 and 
from 45 through 64 who are still to be 
registered. 
Eventually Ihc Govern- 


ment will have information on the oc- 
cupational skills of Ihe entire male 
population between 18 and 64 years of 
age—approximately 40 million men.

vice will work closely together in

Marketing—Learn the quantities of 


food your family needs and buy no 
more. Avoid loading up on perish- 
able vegetables and other foods just 
because they seem cheap. 
If that 


"cheap" food spoils because you can- 
not use it fast enough, then it be- 
comes extravagant food . 


Don't buy a large quantity of eggs 


at a time unless your family will use 
them before they deteriorate. Don't 
buy more meat than can be eaten at 
one or two meals. Waste lurks in 
every 
carelessly 
planned 
grocery 


order. 


Storing—Keep potatoes in a cool 


dark place. Wash fresh greens al 
once, drain, and place in covered con- 
tainer in refrigerator. 
Keep butter 


and eggs in refrigerator in covered 
c'onlalndr. 
They both can 
absotfb 


odors. Uncovered milk absorbs odors 
and may spoil. Never store bananas 
in the refrigerator. 


Do not crowd refrigerator. There 


must be a circulation of air, other- 
wise it will not be able to do its job. 


Cooking—If you don't know how to 


cook the modern way, it will pay to 
learn. The Federal Government offers 
a practical series of booklets on cook- 
ery, most of them free. Many state 
and local communiliy services also 
offer books on modern cooking. Im- 
properly cooked food is a great source 
of waste. Unless food is pleasant to 
eat and nutritious, it will be wasted. 


Cook vegetables in very little water 


and use the water you cook in. It is 
full of vitamins and minerals. Cook 
vegetables only a short time. Qver- 
eooking destroys vitamins and min- 
erals. Neve ruse soda in vegetables. 
It destroys many food elements.

Solomon Islands May Be 
Engulfed by Pacific War 


W/"AR in the Pacific, which ex- 


pands fo new lands daily, may 


soon engulf the little-known Sol- 
omon Islands. 
The islands may 


be used as bases for Japanese pt- 
tack on New Guinea or Australia, 


The stamp above, issued in 1908, 


pictures a swift native war canoe. 
Canoes arc still expertly chipped 
from logs in small shipyards. 
It 


is an art that has been handed 
down from the days when the na- 
tives hunted, fished, and warred 
among themselves before the com- 
ing of the white man. 


Although 
the coming of the 


white men — missionaries, scien- 
tists, and anthropologists—has had 
a tempering effect on the attitude 
of the natives, there was a lime 
when arrival of white visitors had 
but one meaning: slavery. Slave 
traders, known as ''blackbirders," 
had long been busy in their bloody 
'trade at the islands. 
/ When the slave trade was wiped 
out the natives were still vindic- 
tive toward white men and the 
first missionaries to touch their 
shores were killed. 


In 1893 several of the islands 


were annexed by Great Britain.
